McCarthy Swings Wider 

President Eisenhower and the chief leaders of 
his party stood aside in silence as Senator Mc- 
Carthy, the Wisconsin irresponsible, moved into 
more serious territory, First, there was his high- 
handed questioning of James A. Wechsler, editor 
of the New York Post. While Wechsler had been 
a member of the Young Communists’ League as 
a young man, he had since built up a most im- 
pressive record as an opponent of the party. 
When the questions and answers were finally 
made public, including Senator Symington’s com- 
pliment to Wechsler as the committes’s “most 
forthright witness,” it became quite clear that 
what irked Senator McCarthy was Wechsler’s 
conviction that it was possible to be “as bitterly 
opposed to Joe Stalin as to Joe McCarthy.” 

McCarthy went even farther afield, when he 
delivered his tirade against former Prime Minis- 
ter Clement Attlee and the British in general. 
Instead of strengthening British co-operation 
with the United States, he told London to “with- 
draw and be damned.” That this outburst should 
have been based on a serious misrepresentation 
of the Attlee speech, and that it came during 
the delicate process of the allies’ feeling out of 
the Russian peace overtures made it all the more 
unfortunate. More than ever. it made Europeans

The Offshore-Oil Giveaway 

The long debate on offshore oil by a valiant 
group in the Senate ended and Congress com- 
pleted action on the bill giving offshore ofl to 
California, Texas and Louisiana. President Eisen- 
hower delayed the signing in order to arrange 
a ceremonial occasion at which 44 members of 
Congress witnessed it. He said turning over this 
oil to the three states wase“in Keeping with 
basic ‘principles of honesty and fair play.” He 
added that the submerged lands of the conti- 
nental shelf beyond the states’ “historic boun- 
daries” thould be administered by the Federal 
Government. ' 

Gov. Shivers of Texas and Gov. Kennon of 
Louisiana took almost immediate objection, con- 
tending that the coastal states should share in 
the administration and revenues of the conti- 
nental shelf also. Meanwhile, it appeared vir- 
tually certain the offshore-oil legislation just en- 
acted would be contested in the Supreme Court. 


. Grazing Lands as Well as Oil? 


With the offshore oil give-away signed and 
sealed, Americans were faced with another 
threat to the public domain. The D’Ewart bill 
would virtually give away 80,000,000 acres of 
grazing land in the National Forests. It pro- 
vides that ranchers holding grazing permits may 
bequeath them to their heirs or even sell them. 
It would seriously weaken control of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture over use of these lands. 

Actually, most of these permits have been in 
the hands of the same families for many years, 
and they have been paying bargain rentals rang- 
ing from 3.4 to 13.6 cents per acre. The 20,000 
‘permittees have no real complaint, What they 
want is virtually unchecked use of public lands, 
and the right to keep off newcomers—except at 
their price. The public and the press of the 


West are aroused, and this may stop another 


big Washington hand-out. 


Weakening of Public Power 

The Middle West, Southwest and Pacific 
Northwest .bore the brunt of loss after loss for 
public power during the month.

Then came Senator Taft’s shocking speech 

which he advocated forgetting the U.N. and 

going it alone in the Far East if the trucesnego- 


tiations failed. Critics who accused him of ’ 


throwing a monkeywrench into the negotiations 
may have been going too far, but it was clear 
that his outburst, which put him squarely in 
opposition to the Administration policy of sup- 
port for the U.N. and collective security, would 
have farflung reverberations. 


Charchilf’s Conference and Ike’s 

Potentially one of the most promising efforts 
for an abatement of the East-West disagreement 
was the proposal of Prime Minister Winston 
Churchill, seconded by Pope Pius XII, for a 
three-power, high-level conference. It was not 
received with the warmest cordiality in all 
Washington quarters, but President Eisenhower 
displayed rare initiative when he suggested a 
British-French-American conference at Bermuda. 

Walter Lippmann. has called this a device to 
“buy time,” but the time will be well spent if it 
is used to heal the developing breach between 
the United States and its European allies and to 
shape a unified attitude which might be brought 
to a discussion with the Russians. 

Sir Winston proposed a meeting with as few 
participants as possible. Apparently he feels that 
this is the ideal time to get, on-the very highest 
level, an agreement to agree. 


Clouded Trade Pacts ' 

Despite continued Administration concessions 
to the high-tariff bloc, new clouds of uncertainty 
settled around its program for a one-year exten- 
sion of the Reciprocal Trade Agreements Act. 

Cabinet witnesses who testified for the exten- 
sion made something less than a strong impact. 
While they opposed the restrictive provisions of 
the Simpson bill, they were confused and timor- 
ous in their general approach to tariffs. Secre- 
tary Dulles promised not to negotiate any new 
trade agreements under his extended authority, 
and virtually disavowed stronger speeches by his 
subordinates in favor of reduced trade barriers. 
Secretaries McKay and Benson promised to 
tighten up administration of the existing “peril 
point” and escape clauses. Strangely enough, 
some witnesses from the business world made a 
far stronger case for expanded world trade. 


Farm Subsidies Restored 


Trouble increased in the farm belt, and it 
echoed in Washington. President Eisenhower 
scheduled a series of June speeches in Min- 
nesota and the Dakotas. The House, rebelling. 
against the Administration’s proposal to cut soil 
conservation subsidies from $250,000,000 to $145,- 
000,000, overrode its Appropriations Committee 
to increase the subsidies to $195,000,000. Farm 
belt Republicans frankly warned Congress that 
1954 election results might be at stake. 


Irony in a Freeze | 

For Americans who enjoy irony, there was the 
Senate vote this month on a bill to let the Presi- 
dent freeze prices and wages temporarily in a 
defense emergency. This sensible measure had 
the President’s backing. Its principal author was 
Senator Capehart of Indiana, a Republican who 
had once fought economic controls. Yet the Sen- 
ate by four votes crippled the measure, by pro- 
viding that Congress would have. to consent to 
any controls. Senator Taft even declared that the 
measure was “socialistic.” Thus Senator Cape- 
hart found he had come a long way, together 
with 13 other Republicans and 28 Democrats. 


Money Grows Dearer 

Treasury Secretary Humphrey set the Admin- 
istration’s “hard money” policy in motion by of- 
fering investors 3144 per cent interest—the high- 
est in 20 years—for the long-term loan of about 
a billion dollars. It signaled a general rise in 
interest rates all along the line. 

Money grew dearer for everyone—for the 
farmer, the home buyer, the business man, the 
giant corporation. There were grumbles of dis- 
approval 4n Congress. The conservative maga- 
zine, Business Week, called upon the Administra- 
tion to “ease the money squeeze.”

Extracts from Plain People by Late Fam6us Kansas Editor 
In Memory of Centennial of His Birth, May 3, 1853 


Ed Howe, the Sage of Potato Hill—born 
Edgar Watson Howe—was associated with 
three states, Indiana, Missouri and Kan- 
sas. Yet it appears that all of them are 
going to permit the centennial month of 
his birth to pass without notice. He was 
born near Treaty, Ind., May 3, 1853. He 
grew up in Bethany, Mo., which became 
the scene of his classic of 50 editions, 
“The Story of a Country Town,” a book 
he published in hig own printshop after it 
was rejected by book publishers. He lived 
his adult life in Atchison, Kan., where 
he founded The Atchison Globe in 1877 
and at his Potato Hill home he died in 
his eighty-fifth year in 1937. 


Famous for his sharp bits of philosophy 
in both hig newspaper and his books, he 
harvested a chapter of these aphorisms 
in his book, “Plain People,” published 
in 1928. The following selection is re- 
printed by arrangement with the publish- 
er, Dodd, Mead and Co., as a centennial 
remembrance of Ed Howe and his years 
at Bethany, county seat of Harrison coun- 
ty, where he first came to know the plain 
people about whom he wrote for more 
than half a century.

The government’s levy 
against it in 1951 in taxes and 
duties was $1,700,000 and in the 
same year it paid out $13,000,000 
in wages. Those wages, averaging 
some $2.25 daily per worker, have 
rum more than twice as high as 
the average for other comparable 
classes of workers in the country. 

The United used to be open to 
criticism for political manipula- 
tion, alleged exploitation of work- 
ers; evasion of taxes, and other 
such charges. More recently its 
attitude and policies have been 
much more constructive, It has 
provided its employes and their 
families with programs of free 
medical.services, housing and ed- 
Basic foods are sold at 
sometimes less than cost. The 
company has done much road 
building. Recreation facilities 
have been. established. 

And yet in March of this year 
the Guatemalan Supreme Court 
took steps to wrap up the govern- 
ment’s action in expropriating al- 
most 234,000 acres out of the 
company’s 300,000 acres of west 
coast holding in Guatemala. The 
action was allegedly Communist 
inspired.

Satellite Communist papers, as 
well as the Cominform journal in 
Bucharest, still abound in eulog- 
istic articles about Stalin and 
satellite newspaper editorials on 
various subjects continue to refer 
to his authority much more than 
does Pravda. 

Poland and eastern Germany 
have named key towns of their 
heavy industrial development 
after the dead Jeader; Hungary 
had done the same. thing before. 

Leadership Concepts. 

The Pravda article on collective 
responsibility—-which means in 
practice unstable rule by a team 
of provisionally equal controlelrs 
of the various main instruments of 
power—has appeared only in a 
shortened version in the satellite 
press; so have the articles against 
racial hatred and for the protec- 
tion of citizens’ rights which fol- 
lowed the release of the Moscow 
doctors. 

In most of the satellite states,

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How Ceremony Has Evolved 
Through the Centuries Is 
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Told by Leading Authority--- 
‘Colorful and Magnificent’ 3

On Tuesday Queen Elizabefh will be crowned at West- 
minster Abbey in what is expected to be one of history’s 
most magnificent and colorful coronation ceremonies, 
steeped in solemn ritual and centuries-old tradition. The 
following article explains just what the coronation service 
is and how it was developed through hundreds of years. 
The author is the official “keeper of the Westminster Abbey 
muniments and library,” in which post he is responsible for 
the care of Britain’s ancient charters and documents. He is 
recognized as a foremost authority in ‘the field of British 
ritual and history. The article is a condensation from his 
book, “The ‘History of the Coronation.” _ : 


LONDON, May 30. 


HEN Queen Elizabeth II is crowned in’ Westminster Abbey 
Tuesday, it will be the thirty-eighth coronation of a reigning 
sovereign to have taken place at Westminster since the Norman 
conquest, and the twenty-eighth ‘to have taken place within the 


existing Abbey church. 


The actual place of coronation has a history of 1900 years behind 
it, but the ceremonies and rites wherewith British sovereigns are 
consecrated have a history which is older still, so old, indeed, tha 
some, at least, of them have their origins lost in the past. i 


It can at least be said that the 
service which will be used at the 
coronation descends directly from 
the service used by Archbishop 
Dunstan at the coronation of 
King Edgar at Bath in 973. That 
coronation marked the completion 
of the process in England where- 
by the ancient Teutonic cere- 
monies of inauguration dating 
back to the remote past became 
blended with the distinctively 
Christian “hallowing” or anoint- 
ing, and it put beyond question 
the right of the clergy to take a 
leading part in the service: 


Nothing is more remarkable in 
the long history of the coronation 
service than the way in which 
throughout the centuries the out- 
come of religious and politica} 
controversies have left their mark 
or have — embedded in the 


At the coronation of James I 
in 1603, English took the place of 
Latin, but the service used was 
ro a translation. Not until 
1 was there any considerable 
change. James II was a Catholic. 
The result was a drastic revision. 
The communion service was 
omitted, many prayers were either 
largely rewritten or omitted al- 
together, and the order of the 
ceremonies was slightly recast.

OUR years later at the corona- 

tion of William and Mary still 

further changes were made. For 
the first time a King and Queen 
jointly shared the throne, and the 
service had to be adapted to a 
double coronation. 

But this was not all. Dr. Comp- 
ton, Bishop of London, under 
whose direction the changes were 
made, ‘wished to make sure that 
no Roman Catholic could in fu- 
ture be crowned as King. The 
oath, therefore, was altered to 
ensure that “the Protestant re- 
ligion established by law” was 
maintained. 

Furthermore the crowning was 
made the’ final and principal act 
of investiture, and it was imme- 
diately followed by a striking in- 
novation when the Bible was sol- 
emnly presented to the sovereign 
as “the most. valuable thing that 
this world affords.” ' 

When the present Westminster 
Abbey was built it was designed. 
mainly for the use of the monks 
of Westminster, but also to serve 
as a coronation church. For this 
reason the choir and choir stalis 
were placed west of the central 
crossing, leaving a space between 
the choir and the steps leading 
up to the sanctuary and the high 
altar. In this central space at a 
coronation, a stage of raised plat- 
form is built up to the level of 
the sanctuary.

He fed the 
chickens, ;collected eggs and was 
happy. professor, Charles B. 
Thompson and his wife, both 
teachers, spent their vacations 
there, and the schooling they gave 
Woolson, was “about all the im- 
portant education” he ever got. 
It included, he says, reading “that 
immortal book” Uncle Tom's 
Cabin. 

One day he went with his father 
to the Capitol at Albany, where 
there was a meeting of some sort, 
with public speaking. “There was 
a man there who was tall and had 
large bony hands. “It was old 
Uncle Abe,” says Woolson, “and 
he talked about human slavery.

IMMY WILSON wore the proud 

grin of a new property owner. 

He opened the door of his glis- 
tening $30,000 ranch house and 
ushered me into the still sparse- 
ly furnished living room. Me in- 
troduced me to his pretty wife 
and settled easily into a deep 
chair. Within seconds he had 
lighted a cigarette and was sip- 
ping coffee from a cup which he 
was balancing with thé noncha- 
lance of an invererate party-goer.

He was on the 
governing board of Vetsville, the 
barracks-style student commun- 
ity where the Wilsons rented an 
apartment for $32 a month, in- 
cluding utility bills. He headed 
the campus campaign of the Vol- 
unteers for Stevenson and served 
on a student board raising funds 
to provide scholarships for prom- 
ising youngsters of minority 
groups. 

In time, Jimmy also became a 
diréctor of the legal aid clinic 
which is staffed by 35 law sty- 
dents who’ give legal service to 
indigent clients from the Boulder 
area, 

In class, Jimmy made sure that 
he would get no special consider- 
ation. Several times instructo 
offered him extra time to 
finish examinations because they 
thought his hooks slow his writ- 
ing. They don’t and Jimmy even 
found that his handwriting im- 
proved since high school days be- 
cause he no longer scribbles with 
his fingers. He always refused of- 
fers of extra time at exams. 

“I told the instructors I. ap- 
preciated their thoughtfulness,” 
he says, “but that I could write 
as well as the others. Sometimes 
I could have used the extra time, 
but I want to keep things on an 
equal footing.” 

Jimmy is somewhat~concerned, 
though, over what will happen 
when he joins a Denver law firm 
this summer.

Each group’s equi t, when it alone, in- 
cludes a couple of old parachutes and ds—which 
must furnish the raw material for anything the men must 
make from tents or clothing to fish nets and sewing thread. 
Each man’s equipment includes an SAC E-1 survival kit 
weighing about holding 42 articles such as a 
fishing kit, sl bag, light .22 rifle, emergency rations, 
compass, needle, ax, es, other essentials. 

The survival test may start day or night; weather is 
no consideration. The men are put into trucks, hauled to 
some isolated spot 30 to 50 miles away, and left there. It's 
up to them to get back, and eat while they're doing it.

N ALL THE Fuss and flurry of plans for the 
1,000-year-old coronation pageant for 
Queen Elizabeth IIT next week, one im- 
portant person nearly got left out. 
~ Reason: he has no place of his own in 
the show under the English constitution,_ 

You see, he’s only the Queen’s husband, the 
handsome, dashing Duke of Edinburgh. 

Yet there’s probably nobody in England to- 
day who knows more about the complex details 
of the coronation ceremony. For Elizabeth, 
determined that her husband should not be 
the “forgotten man” during the fanfare, 
named him chairman of the Coronation Com- 
missien. 

And so a “walk on” part has been artificially 
written into the fabric of the service for the 
popular Duke. 

The fact is that the Duke's position is such 
an awkward and delicate one that it is some- 
times embarrassing and always uncertain. 

The Queen is head of state and no state 
business may be done wi t the authority 
of her signature. Her death would paralyze 
Parliament until members had taken a fresh 
oath of allegiance to her successor. By con- 
trast, the passing of her husband would not 
raise so much as a constitutional ripple. _ 


Next To The Queen 


T WAS DECREED by royal warrant of the Queen, 
dated Dec. 22, 1952, that the Duke of Edin- 
burgh take precedence immediately after 

his wife when she is present. That gives him 
the indisputable rank of first gentleman. 

But when the Queen is rot with him his 
place is well down the line below his own son, 
4-year-old Prince Charles, Duke of Cornwall; 
below the Queen’s uncle, the Duke of Glouces- 
ter; and below the 27 other Dukes, each one 
of whom has senior standing to the Queen's 
husband!

Since Victoria was crowned two years be- 
fore she was married, her coronation was no 


assistance in deciding what to do about the 


Duke of Edinburgh. It was Queen Anne’s 
ae 250 years ago, which provided the 
nearest parallel. 


Unfortunately, Prince George of Denmark 


was such a shadowy character that he made 
no sort of impression on spectators. King 
Charles IT said he “tried him drunk and tried 
him sober, and found him useless in either 
condition”. No one seems to have remembered 
what he did, what he said or even where he 
sat. 

He certainly did not ride with the Queen in 
her coach, because the Queen did not go in a 
coach; being crippled with gout, she was 
carried in a chair by four yeomen of the guard. 

Since precedent was lacking, “something 
suitable” had to be hammered out for the 
Duke without help from the records. 

For his drive to and from the Abbey with 
the Queen, the Duke will wear the full dress 
uniform of an Admiral of the Fleet (to which 
supreme rank in the Royal Navy he was pro- 
moted by the Queen last July. At the same 
time she made him Field Marshal in the Army 
and a Marshal of the Royal Air Force).As a 
professional sailor he climbed the promotional 
ladder the hard way. He was a commander 
when he quit the navy. 

Lack of precedent created much difficulty 
for protocol experts before it was finally 
agreed that the Duke should ride in the State 
Coach. 

In brisk, behind-the-scenes arguments, it 
was urged that he should be mounted on 
horseback and ride behind the coach, as the 
Duke of Gloucester and Earl Mountbatten, the 
Duke’s favorite uncle, propose to do. : 
p> But when the Queen heard of the plan, she 
flatly vetoed it, insisting her husband sit be- 
side her in the coach. The Duke commented 
wryly to one of his naval friends, “Perhaps a 


sailor does look a bit silly on a horse.” 
When the time comes for the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal (that is, Archbishops and 
Bishops and the various ranks of the peerage) 
to do homage to the Queen, the Duke of Edin- 
burgh will leave his seat. 
> He will take off his ducal coronet and hand 
it to his page. Then, ascending the shallow 
steps to the throne, he will kneel down before 
the Queen and place his hands between those 
of his wife. 
>» On his knees, he will repeat these words: 
“I, Philip, Duke of Edinburgh, do become your 
liege man of life and limb and of earthly wor- 
ship, and faith and truth I will bear unto you 
to live and die against all manner of folks. So 
help me God.” 
> Rising to his feet, he will, with his right 
hand, touch the crown on the Queen's head. 
Then he will kiss her on the left cheek. 
> Withdrawing, he will edge down the stairs 
backwards, keeping his eyes always on the 
Queen. This is a tricky thing to do for a man 
encumbered with heavy peer’s robes which are 
notoriously difficult to handle! (In the Abbey, 
the Duke will be wearing his robes over his 
naval uniform.)

OW DOES IT FEEL to be knocked 
down 10 times, like I was by 
lightweight champion Jimmy 
Carter? 
It was like skating on ice with rubbery 
legs—but it wasn’t as terrible as it looked 
on television.

I was down seven times in the third 
round and three times in the fourth when 
my second jumped in the ring to stop it.

I went great in the first round. I think 
that if I had been at my best fighting 
weight of 129, instead of over 133, I might 
have stopped Carter myself. I’ve been in 
trouble before. Lauro Salas had mie down 
twice and I outpointed him. I had trouble 
with the former featherweight champion, 
Willie Pep, but I knocked him out. 

That was what went through my mind 
when Carter put me down for the first 
time in the third round. I had trouble 
again! I knew everything that was hap- 
pening. I could see my seconds, Coogie 
McFarland, who jumiped in later, and 
Johnny Conlon in the corner. I could 
have gotten up at “three” but I took the 
full count. And that was my reaction on 
many of the knockdowns. 

Jimmy Carter is a great fighter, other- 
wise he wouldn't be the lightweight 
champion of the world. I was going out 
of my class and that, I think, made the 
difference. But everytime he knocked me 
down I said to myself, “If I can only get 
going, only get going.” 

Slow starting has always been my 
trouble. I know it. And I'm used to being 
knocked down. Not knocked down so 
much as by Carter, but being sent to the 
canvas. It makes me mad. _ 

And I can take punishment. I’ve had 
my hand broken four times, plastic sur- 
gery on my eye, a bone put in my back 
where I broke a rib. So, as I kept going 
up and down, on my rubbery legs, I 
always knew what I wanted to do. 


Hang On 

HE REFEREE Tommy Rawson knew it, 
too. Whenever he asked me: how I 
felt, I would answer, “all right.” I 
just had one thought in mind—hang on. 

I don’t mean, hang on by clinching. I 
don’t clinch. My plan for Carter, before 
his right to the jaw upset everything was 
to go in and trade punches. That is how 
I fight—I don’t know any other way. And 
I go down a lot. I'm not like Rocky 
Marciano, who was so surprised when 
Jersey Joe Walcott gave him the first 
knockdown of his career in their first 
fight.

Cats, dogs and canaries 


NEW YORK CITY. 


HERE WAS A SQUEAL of brakes, a dull thud 

and a yelp of pain! 
“Rocky,” a little Cairn terrier, had 
Slipped his leash and scampered into 

the road once too often. 

In the gutter, he lay dazed and quivering. 
Blood streamed from a cut in his neck. 

People watched unhappily: would the littie 
dog die? The answer: probably yes—if this had

But today, thanks to the same medical sci- 
ence that has saved millions of humans, he has 
a good chance to live.

The same firms that supply your own doctor 
with sulfa, penicillin, terramycin, aureomycin 
and chloromycetin are supplying animal doc- 
tors with identical drugs packaged for animals. 
Your sick pet has at his service as many hor- 
mones, vaccines, serums, anesthetics and vita-

The results are as startling among animals 
as among humans. Thousands of pets now re- 
cover from serious ills—and go on to live twice 
as long as pets ever lived before. 

Dogs, once expected to live about a dozen 
years, are now living to 17 or 18. Cats that 
seldom survived eight years are living to be 
13 or 14. 

Even once hard-to-raise canaries live to 12. 
The New York SPCA now knows of a 21-year- 
old Peke and an 18-year-old cat. 

Here are some cases from the SPCA’s note- 
book: 
> “Pickles,” a cat that would have long ago 


- died of a kidney ailment, is alive and warding 


off senility — with “hormone injections. She’s 
already 15 yearsold. . 

» “Cocoa,” a Pomeranian, comes in regularly 
for hormones and mercurial drugs, has just 
passed his 16th birthday. 


» A Great Dane, so crippled with neuritis that 


he had to be carried in by two strong men, has 
lived to wajk out again after treatment with 


‘cortisone, penicillin and chloromycetin. Years 


ago, he would have been destroyed. 


The Vet May Save Your Pet 


OUR OWN PET, no matter where you live, 

can pull through once fatal illnesses.

_ prescribe the new treatments. Usually, you can 


keep your pet at home and nurse it yourself. 
Dogs (which have internal organs somewhat 
similar to your own) have canine forms of al- 
most all the ailments man has, including 
pneumonia, arthritis, cancer, heart disease, 
nutritional diseases and infections. Cats and 
birds have an extra assortment all their own. 


The Symptoms 


INCE THEY can’t tell you how they feel, their 
lives are in your hands. In general, any 
pet that refuses food for days, coughs, 

wheezes, acts strangely or becomes dull, is sick. 
High fever and symptoms similar to pneu- 
monia can mean distemper in dogs, infectious 
enteritis in cats and a species of pneumonia in 
birds. All three can be fatal in 48 hours. Rabies 
in dogs, characterized by dullness and then 
gradually rising thirst and slashing attacks at 
everything in sight, can be fatal to the dog and 
to anything he bites. 

All can now be prevented, controlled or 
cured. Penicillin will help pneumonia, ear in- 
fections, wound infections and abscesses. Drs. 
S. M. Pessin, and L. Joran, of New York, have 
found terramycin (in pill form) effective 
against these diseases, as well as distemper 
and kidney and intestinal infections. The past 
few years have brought a one-shot distemper 
vaccine, and a safe rabies vaccine. 

Animal heart disease, like human heart dis- 
ease, can be treated with drugs. There is a rec- 
ord in veterinary journals of a wire-haired

terrier with a bad heart tHat lived to be 13 
years of age (once considered the equivalent 
of 90 in humans). 

> Pups suffer from a congenital heart disease 
similar to the “blue baby” condition in hu- 
mans, and are getting identical operations! 
Pets with cancer are getting help from X-rays, 
and crippled pets are having their bones re- 
paired with a new material, vitallium alloy. 

» It’s good to know vets now can give your pets 
such care. 

>» But never forget, vets say, that the best way 
of all to keep them well is to keep them prop- 
erly fed, warmed, bathed and groomed, and 
free of disease-spreading fleas and ticks! Above 
all, treat their little injuries before they be- 
come major ones!
